Grundy bas 
introduced in the Senate of the United States, a 
project for distributing the surplus revenue of 
the United States, which, it is stated, meets the 
| approbation of the Executive. The plan pro- 
| posed is, tu authorise the Post-master Ge neral to 


| make contracts with States, corporations and 


companies, owning rail roads, which are pow 
| completed or in progress, for the carrying of the 
United States mail, and the traosportation of 
| officers and troops of the government, public 
Property, &c. as often as the same shall be re- 
quired; said mail, persons and property, to have 
the preference to any other thing or person, and 
to be carried in the most rapid mode of transpor- 
tation used on the said roads. The contracts 
when made to be forthwith submitted to Con- 
gress, if in session, and if not, at the commence- 
ment of the next session, and when sanctioned 
by resolution, then the contract price (for one 
year, it is presumed) to be immediately paid out 
of the public treasury. A further provision of 
this project is, that a lien shail be created on all 
rail-roads concerned in these contracts, to se- 
cure the United States against loss, to the 
amount of the moneys advanced. ~- 

This plan, though very good as far as it goes, 
appears to us to be only a partial measure, inas- 
much as there is no probability that it will con- 
sume one third of the surplus revenue, the 
prompt distribution of which, in some way, is 
undoubtedly an object of great solicitude. We 
are decidedly in favor of any proposition that 
has a tendency to increase mail facilities and 
encourage works of internal improvement, but 
the primary object, at the present time, ought to 
be the adoption of a plan providing for the dis- 
position of the whole of the surplus revenue, ia 
some equitable manner. As long as it remains 
in the treasury, or rather in the possession of the 
Deposite Bavks, it will be a bone of contention, 
aud a source of anxicty and quarrel, and the 
sooner it is distributed the better will it be for 
our national prosperity and happiness. 

No proposition as yet, made on this subject, 
strikes us as being more just than that of distr.- 
buting this revenue, pro rata, according to popu- 
lation, among the several States, to be devoted 
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Saturday, April 2, 1836.

| WISCONSIN TERRITORY. } 
A bill is now before Congress for establishing 
| the territory of Wisconsin, or Onisconsin, as the 
| traet of country was formerly called. The ter- , 
| ritory will embrace upwards of 300,000 square 
| miles, an extent of country nearly as large as 
| the thirteen original states. It will be bounded 
! on the east by a line drawn from the north-east 
corner of the state of Hilinois, through the mid- 
| dle of lake Michigan, to its northern extremity, 
| thence due north to the northern boundary of 
the United States: on the north with the said 
boundary line to the White Earth river: on the 
| west by a line from the said boundary line fol- 
| lowing down the middle of the main channel of 
| White Earth river to the Missouri river, and 
{down the middle of the main channel of the 
| Missouri river to a point due west from the north 
| west corner of the state of Missouri; and on 
the south from said point due east to the north | 
west corner of the state of Missouri, and thence 
| with the boundaries of the states of Missouri 
| and IHinois, to the point first above mentioned. 
The northern boundary line is in lat. 49°. | 
} Wisconsin is said to be, in general, a hilly 
| country, with the exception of extensive prai- 
| ries. At the western extremity of lake Superior 
are the Cabotian mountains, and near the min- 
eral district are the Smoky mountains. ‘The 
country us well watere!. One of the largest 
| rivers is the Ouisconsin, a branch of the Mis- 
sissippi, which has a course of between three 
and four hundred miles, generally navigable for 
| boats in good stages of the water. Along the 
banks of this river the land is rich and fertile; 
| wild rice, which constitutes a considerable part 
| of the food of the inhabitants, grows luxuriant- 
tly. In the vicinity of lake Superior there is a 
| fine section of country for nag Ct 
| elk, bears and deer are common, and afford fine 
sport as well as great profit to trappers oan 
| hunters. 
| The country at the head waters of the Mis- 
| sissippl, estimated to be 1330 feet above the level 
of the sea, abounds in minerals, there being 
great quantities of green earth, lead, copper and | 
iron. The lead mine district lies between Rock 
| river and the Ouiscousin. ‘The chief establish- | 
| ments of the present miners are on Fever river, | 


|} and the mines are probably as rich and abund- | 
ant as any im the worl’. Great quantities of 
| native copper have been supposed to exist on the 
[ shores of lake Supers 
The northern part of this extensive territory 
| is exe essively cold in the winter season At st 
Peter's, in 120, according to Long, the mean 
' temperature of January was zero, and at the 
| falls of Pachagama, on the Mississippi, about 
1200 feet above the sea, water has been known 
| to freeze in July. The southern parts, however, 
possess a climate comparatively wild, and re- 
sembling that of the northern beit of Missouri. 
The annexed synopss of the bill before Con
